“‘LAME DUCK” BILL

WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—The 


“lame duck” amendment has died 
in conference “It will be revived 
in the next session of Congress. 
The Muscle Shoals bill is still alive. 
President Hoover, in a _ formal 
statement this afternoon reported 
progress in his study of the bill, 
but did not say whether or not he 


would sign it. 
by a veto, it, too, will be resurrect- 
ed by its supporters at the first 
opportunity. 

With less than three working 
days left of the session, this is the 
status of two of the most signifi- 
cant and most warmly controvert- 
ed measures with which it has 
dealt;. Both of them bear the nume 
of Norris of Nebraska, who has 
pressed them through 10 years of 
unremitting effort. A vote on each 
of them was demanded by the 
Progressive group at the opening 
of the session, with’ the impliéd 
threat that refusal in either case 
would be met with filibustering 
tactics to compel an extra session. 

Hoover Does Not Close the Door. 

In the Muscle Shoals controver- 
sy, Congress sent to the President 
a@ compromise ealfing for Govern- 
ment operation of the power units 
of the $150,000,000 plant in’ the 
Tennessee River and for private 
operation of the fertilizer-making 
facilities. .-The President said to- 
¢day he was subjecting the whole 
matter to the ° ‘cold examinationof 
engineering facts.” He indicated 
plainly his dissatisfactiof? with the 
bill, but did not completely close 
the. door against it. 

In one part of the statement, 
the President seemed, indeed, to 
open the door to approval. He re- 
ferred to tne Muscle Shoals power 
plant as “a by-product of other | 
major purposes of navigation and 
national defense.’’ This language is 
almost identical with the terms 
that he used in his Elizabethton 
campaign speech in setting out the 
conditions under which he would 
favor Government operation. He 
said on that occasion: “There are 
local instances where the CGovern- 
ment must enter the business field 
as the by-product to some great 
major purpose such as improve- 
ment in navigation, flood control, 
irrigation, scientific research or 
national defense.” 

Some Discouraging Touches. 

Other parts of today’s statement 
were less encouraging to the 
friends of the bill. Using the lan- 
guage in which his friend and ad- 
viser, Representative Fort of New 
Jersey, opposed the measure in the 
House, the President saiq it had 
been “transformed into a polit:cai 
symbol” and was “expected to be 
a political issue."” There was an 
acrinionious note in his remark 
that the problem had become ‘“en- 
meshed in an endeavor to create 
a national political issue.” The 
general tone of the statement in- 
dicated a strong desire upon the 
President’s part to minimize the 
political effect of whatever action 
he might take. 

Again quarreling with Norris and 
those who have followed him upon 
the Shoals issue, the President 
charged that the bill had been used 
“to sidetrack effective action on 
the Federal regulation of inter- 
state power in co-operation with 
the states.” He said that this “pub- 
lic negessity,” to which he had 
ealled attention before and since 
taking office, had been held aside 
by a measure dealing with ‘one 
per.cent of the power and the in- 
terests of one per cent of the peo- 
ple of the United States.” 


The President said the bill called 
for the’ expenditure of $90,900,000 
or $100,000,000 for expansion of 
the Muscle Shoals plant. In act- 
ing on it he had to consider many 
questions and in general he had 
to ‘consider the commonplace un- 
romantic facts which test the mer- 
itd and demerits of this proposi- 
tion as a business.” 

“Lame Duck” Bill Dead Again. 

The other Norris measure which 
appeared at one time to be on the

WASHINGTON, Feb. 28. — A 
scorching report on the 1930 Sen- 
atorial campaign in Nebraska was 
laid before the Senate today by 
the Committee on Campaign Ex- 
penditures, which conducted a long 
investigation. The report states that 


a Secret conspiracy was organized 
and carried out in an unsuccessful 
effort to prevent the renomination 
and re-election of Senator George 
W. Norris, veteran Progressive 
leader, and that it was financed 
partly by a power company offi- 
cial and partly by men high in the 
Republican party. 

Among those who are charged 
in the report with having violated 
State or Federal election laws ir 
the attempt to “get’’ Norris, are 
Samuel R. McKelvie, .member of 
the Federal Farm Board and fer- 
mer Republican Governor of Na- 
braska; Robert H. Lucas, executive 


al Committee; Charles A. McCloud, 
Republican National Committee- 
man for Nebraska; W. M. &tébbins, 
former RepuDlican State Treasurer 
of Nebraska, and others less arom 
inent. 

The committee reported that its 
efforts to learn the truth about 
the Nebraska situation were ham- 
pered by persistent “concealment, 
evasion and perjury,” and alluded 
to the fact that Federal perjury in- 
dictments had been returned 
against George W. Norris, youthful 
Broken \Bow grocer, who attempt- 
ed to enter the primary against 
Senator Norris and -Victor Seymour, 
Republican canipaign manager who 
induced the grocer to apply for a 
place on the ticket. 


Missourian Refused to Sign. 
The report was signed by four 


‘of the five members of the com- 


| mittee—Chairman Nye (Rep.), 
North Dakota, Dale (Rep.), Wer- 
mont, Wagner (Dem.), New York, 
and Dill (Dem.), Washington. The 
only member refusing to sign was 
Senatcr Patterson, (Rep.). Missouri. 

Patterson explained to newspa- 
per men that he did “not agree 
with the report in its entirety,” 
and felt the committee had expend- 
ed too much time and effort in ex- 
posing the facts about the bogus 
candidacy of grocer Norris, who 


pointed out that the grocer’s candi- 
dacy was. undertaken to benefit 
Stebbins, who was on the ticket, 
but the Missouri Senator offered 
no further comment. He said he 
would not file a minority report. 


Concerning expenditures, the 
committee found that a _ total of 
$8754 was expended in Senator 


Norris’. behalf in the primary cam- 
paign, as compared with $19,304 
known to have been expended in 
behalf of his principal opponent, 
Stebbins. It found that $5786 was 
expended in Senator Norris’ behalf 
in the general campaign, as com- 
pared with $46,393 expended in be- 


Gilbert M. Hitchcock, and in addi- 
tion it found that $5066 was ex- 
.pended independently of Hitch- 
cock’s campaign in efforts to Gefeat 
Norris. 

“In spite of the evasign and per- 


jury encountered by the commit- 
tee. the report continues,” its in- 
vestigation disclosed practices 


which appear to be as reprehénsi- 
ble as any of the better known 
forms of fraud or corruption. If 
the plans exposed had been suc- 
cessful, they would have complete- 
ly thwurted the wishes of the vot- 
ters of Nebraska.” 
“Anti-Norris Conspiracy.’ 

The report then reviews if™de- 
tail the incidents in what it de- 
scribes as the “antfi-Norris con- 
spiracy.” It declares the first step 
was the secret straw yote conduct- 
ed to ascertain who would be the 
strongest candidate against Norris 
in the Republican primary. and 
adds that this: poll was financed at 
a cost of $4000 by Walter W. Head.

Agent Testifies at Hearing of 
Kirkwood Dealer Held on 
Liquor Charge. 


Moonshiners who bought used 
ears from Gustave H. Bieger, vice 
president’and secretary-treasurer of 
the Bieger Auto Co., Kirkwood, 
paid for them with moonshine al- 
cohol, Deputy Prohibition Adminis- 
trator James Dillon testified Bieger 
told him. The testimony was giv- 
en before U. 8. Commissioner 
Burke at the hearing of Bieger, 
who was arrested last week in a 
raid on his home and garage at 
625 Simmons avenue, Kirkwood. 

Dillon testified the raid followed 
an arrangement made by an _ in- 
former to purchase eight five-gal- 
lon cans of moonshine whisky from 
Bieger at his home, Jan. 24. Five 
cans were delivered to the  in- 
former and an age?it in the garage 
by Thomas O’Brien, jointly oharged 
with Bieger and three others, in the 
basement of the home, agents tes- 
tified. 

When Dillon entered the home, 
he testified, Bieger admitted 
possession of whisky and explained 
several of his customers were 
moonshiners who bought used cars 
and forced Him to accept cans of 
alcohol in payment. 

“He said,” Dillon testified, “that 
the moonshiners demanded that 
Bieger allow them $17 for each 
can and that he disposed of it at 
the same price so as not to inter- 
fere with ‘the market.” 

Following the hearing Bieger 
was bound over on. charges of 
possession of alcohol and O’Brien 


was held on possession and trans-

SOU0,000 FIRE IN 
U. FREIGHT HOUSE 
IN EAST ST. LOU 


Two-Story Structure, 500 
Feet Long and Housing 
Outbound Shipments, Is 
Destroyed.

Fire last night destroyed the 
greater part of the Illinois Central 
Railroad’s outbound freight house 
and freight offices on the East St. 
Louis river front, south of Eads 
Bridge, causing a loss of building 
and contents estimated at $500,000. 

At the height of the conflagra- 
tion, between 7 and 8 p. m., flames 
leaping to a height of 40 feet or 
more cast a glare upon and across 
the Mississippi. Thousands viewed 
Louis’ levee, 
Eads and Free bridges. In East 
St. Louis the ghkre illuminated 
many blocks. 

The building. a brick structure 
on concrete piles, was the largest 
freight house in the St. Louis in- 
dustrial Uistrict. It was 800 feet 
long from east to west, having its 
front on the 300 block of South 
Front street, and was 100 feet wide. 
The westward 500 feet had two 
stories, the upper floor being used 
for office purposes. The eastern 
part of the building, 300 feet long, 
was of one story, and was protected 
by @ fire wall. This section of the 
building was saved. 

Started in Upstairs Office. 

The fire was discovered at 6:20 
p. m., having originated in the up- 
stairs offices, about midway of the 
structure, from a cause not ascer- 
tained. The fire destroyed most 
of the freight records on the sec- 
ond:floor, though employes saved 
the payroll and some other docu- 
ments. 

General nterchandise freight in 
less than carload lots was deliv- 
ered to the building in trucks, and 
was loaded upon trains. As Satur- 
day is cleanup day, the quantity of 
‘freight remaining in the building 
was leas than it would have been 
at other times. 

Six East St. Louis fire companics 
and two from. St. Louis were sum- 
moned, but it proved impossible to 
check the fire in the two-story 
portion of the building. The com- 
position roof fell in sections, crash- 
ing loudly, and with the crash of 
each section the fire burned more 
fiercely, while the danger to the. 
nearby inbound freight house in- 
creased. inbound ‘house is 50 
feet south the outbound, with 
tracks in the intervening space. 
Wind from the northeast increased 
the danger to the inbound house. 

Switch engines ran into the 
‘zone of great heat and much ap- 
parent danger, taking the freight 
cars, most of them empties, from | 
the tracks between the burning 
building ang the inbound house.

Cc. Rand, chairman of the Inter- 
national directors in a deposition

and some of its officers, 

Denying that his company hed 
sought to ruin Nichols’ firm, and 
contending that its only interest 
had been to save the Menzies com- 
pany and so help maintain St. Louis 
as a successful shoe market, Rand 
admitted, in a deposition. given be- 
fore Special Commissioner Ernest 
A. Green, that directors of the In- 
ternational company had persuad- 
ed Marvin E. Singleton, St. Louis 
capitalist who had loaned Nichols’ 
$100,000, to instruct Nichols not to 
pursue his compldint. 

Nichols’ journey to Washington 
was interrupted in New York 
where he received a telegram from 
attorney informing him that 
Fingleton was opposed to the ac- 
tion he intended to take. Rand 
testified that directors of the Inter- 
national company, knowing what 
Nichols proposed ‘to do, and know- 
ing that he was indebted to Sin- 
gleton for $100,000, had discussed 
the course open to them. 

“The General Conviction.” 

“J think, without being able to 
state the details,” _he_ testified, 
“that the general conviction. was 
that Mr. Singleton was to be re- 
quested to ask Mr. Nichols not to 
go before the Federal Trade Corna- 
mission. to place any complaint 
against our company.

1,000,000 Persons—Total Expected to Be

WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—More 
than 1,000,000 citizens, approxi- 
mately half of those who must pay 
income tax on March 15, will have 
to pay three times as much tax 

ment this year as they 
did last year. 

The a Sete “i brought about 
through the return to the 1928 in- 
come tax rates after a 1 per cent 
reduction for one year on incomes 
of 1929 payable in 1930. 

The rates on normal income 
which must. be paid this year are 
1% per cent on the first $4000 of 
net normal income, 3 per cent on 
the next $4000 of normal income 
and 5 per cent on all above $8000. 
Last year the taxpayer having 
$4000 or less normal income paid 
only one-half of 1 per cent, thage 
having from $4000 to $8000 in- 
come paid 2 per cent and above 
that on normal income the rate 
was 4 per cent. 

Based on income tax statistics 
of 1928, the last complete year 
available, about 2,523,000 persons 
will have to pay tax on their in- 


comes this year unless the depres- 
sion of 1930 reduced the number: 
Of that total in 1928, nearly half, 
or 1,223,077, had incomes of tess 
than $4000 a year and paid a total 
tax of $9,734,159. 

The second bracket of income 
taxpayers, numbering 786,190, must 
pay a third more tax this year, 
which is expected to approximate 
$17,701,052, the amount received 
from 1928 ineomes. The third 
bracket taxpayers must pay a 
fourth mere than last year on nor- 
mal inconic, 

In 1928 the income tax amounted 
to $1,164,254,037 and 4,070,861 
persons made returns, but ef that 
number 1,547,788 did not have to 
pay tax. 

Whether the income tax returns 
will show more or less than re- 
ceived in 1928 is one of the prob- 
lems that is.puzzling Treasury offi- 
clals. They are awaiting the 
March 15. installment on 1930 tax 
to determine just how great a defi- 
cit the Government will face at the 
end of the 1931 fiscal year next 
June 30.

000.a year for five years for edu- 
cational research in teacher train 
ing classes and certain other  ob- 
jects. Chancellor Throop ard Dr. 
Goldstein stressed the fact that the 
new affiliation is neither a finan- 
cial nor research arrangement, but 
purely educational, and leaves the 
institute under the necessity of 
obtaining its own financial sup- 
port. The school for deaf chiliren, 
the department of speech correc- 
tion and speech clinic and the lip- 
reading department for deafened 
adults do not go under university 
direction. 

An Unusual Distinction, 


Dr. Goldstein said this was tie 
first time in the history of the 
country and probably of the world 
that such a school had been éstab- 
lished with so high an edcucational 
standing or that one ha.’ been af- 
filiated with -a university or of- 
fered a degree. 

While technically Dean Shipley 
will be in charge, Dr. Goldstein ac- 
tually will continue to direct the 
work of the last two years of the 
course. The administrative board, 
fixing the curriculum, will com. 
prise Dean Shipley, Dr. Soldstein, 
Dr. L. W. Dean, head of the otol- 
ogy department of the university’s 
madical school; Prof. Frank Ls 
| wright, head of the education de- 


partment; Prof W. R. Mackenzie, 
head of the English department, 
and others whom the board may 
designate. 

In converting the Division of 
Jniversity Extension ~inty Univer- 
sity College, Washington is giving 
this unit a betier scholastic recog- 
nition and is dissociating it from 
the idea of far-flung and. miscel- 
laneous activities such as some 
state universities conduct in their 
extension work.

Concerned With Paving Delay. 

The City of St. Louis, through 
its law department, is opposing 
the application because of the pos- 
sible effect on the frepaving of 
widened Gravois avenue. City of- 
ficials believe any change now in 
the status of the street with ref- 
erence to car, lines would delay 
the paving until next year. 

Associate City Counselor Forrest 
G. Ferris Jr., asked the Commis- 
sion to dismiss the application on 
the ground that it was involved 
with proposals for operating a 
substitute bus service and relocat- 
ing tracks on streets for which the 
company has no franchises, mat- 
ters over which the Commission 
has no jurisdictién. The Commis- 
sion ruled it would. proceed with 
the case, giving consideration to 
Ferris’ arguments at the proper 
time. 

Clarke Proposes Filan. 

In a statement which he read, to 
the commission after he had given 
his testimony, Clarke suggested the 
commission might be able to com- 
pose the differences of the interest- 
ed parties—the company, the city 
and the residents in the affected 
area—by submitting a tentative 
plan for solution of the questions 
involved, 


make this suggestion by a desire 
to avoid delay in completion of the 
Gravois widening and repaving 
project. He added that under such 
compromise arrangement, provided 
it weré acceptable to “all parties, 
the company ‘would be willing to 
bear that part of the repaving cost 
which would be assessed against it 
under its franchise, if permitted to 
remove the tracks in *question, re- 
serving the right to apply to the 
Board of Aldermen for a refund 
of the charge. In his testimony 
he said various engineers had esti- 
mated this item at from. $18,000 to 
$32,000. 

City Opposes Suggestion. 

“After hearing Clarke's suggestion 
President Kinsey of the Board of 
Public Service said such procedure 
might invalidate or weaken the tax 
bills for the improvement, as ordi- 
nances already have been intro- 
duced on the basis of the tracks 
remaining in the street. He said 
the city opposed Clarke’s sugges- 
tion. 

Chairman Mflton R. Stahl an- 
nounced the commission would. not 
undertake an informal settlement 
of the controversy, but would con- 
fine itself to the particular matter 
legally before it—the application of 
the company for permission to re- 
move certain tracks and reroute 
lines. 

In view of the widening and re- 
paving of Gravois avenue, now jn 
process, which would necessitate 


relocation of street car tracks, the 


Public Service Co. proposes to re- 
move its double track between Ar- 
senal and Victor streets and the 
single track between Victor and 
Mississippi, and also the . single 
tracks in Mississippi between Gra- 
vois and Geyer avenues and in Vic- 
tor between Gravois and DBight- 
eenth. ' 

The company then would reroute 
the Tower Grove cars over Arsenal 
and Jefferson and the Bellefon- 
taine cars over California avenue 
from Meramec to either Geyer or 
Lafayette avenues. The company 
proposes to operate a fast bus line 
over Gravois when it is widened 
between Twelfth boulevard and 
Compton avenue, connecting the 
downtown business section with 
Carondelet Park. 

Lacks Majority Consent. 

Clarke was asked if the company 
had obtained the consent of the 
requisite number of property own- 
ers for proposed new tracks on 
Arsenal! street. He said it had the 
consent of between 36 and 40 per 
cent, but not ~ 61 per cent re- 
quired,

CHARGES EXTORTION 
BY MUSE TEACHERS 


Publishes 
Book in Which ‘Caruso’ 
Is Blackmailed. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 28.—Konrad 
Bercovici, Rumanian-born author, 
today described’ what he declared 
was a music racket. He is publish- 
ing a novel about ft. One of the 
characters sings and eats like 
Caruso. This character is black- 
mailed by Claquea; as Bervovici says 
Caruso was. 

Young aspirants to opera and 
the concert platform are mulcted, 
he dsserted, by predatory teachers 
and managers. Estimating the 
vocal teachers of New York alone 

at 2000, he expreaged an opinion 
that. not many wére competent, He 
said” 50,000 pupils paid tribute in 
thousands of dollars so long as 
the money lasted without getting 
very far toward a’concert career. 

His. daughter, Rada, studied six 
years in a Paris conservatory un- 
der competent teachers, he said, 
and then was unable to get a New 
York hearing unless she paid ex- 
orbitant managerial fees. 

‘“‘Her experience has been such,”’ 


| he said, “that, although she is an 


excellent singer, she never sings.” 
As it is, she has turned to short 
story writing. 

Alleges Sale of Influence, 

Some teachers, Bercovici said, 
“extort advance fees, part of their 
promise being the use of influence 
with concert managers and im- 
presarios."” The minimum tutoring 
fee is $5 for a 20-minute lesson. 
The maximum is $25. He exon- 
erated the recognized schools and 
conservatories of his charges. 
Pupils are passed along from 
teacher to teacher, he says. 

“When there is still money left 
in any of the relatives’ pockets,” 
he said, “‘the students generally go 
abroad. Usually the last teacher 
recommends a foreign Maestro.”’ 
In Europe the process of drilling 
out dollars -is repeated. 

Then he took up what he called 
the “manager racket.” 

“Only two or three new singers a 
year appear on the legitimate con- 
cert stage,” he said. “‘But hundreds 
give concerts for which they pay 
themselves. 

“It costs about $30,000 to get to 
the point of a New York debut. 
The debut costs another $5000 or 
so. 

“The purpose of a New York de- 
but, of course, is to get a reputa- 
tion, so the singer may obtain con- 
cert appearances elsewhere. But 
the New York debut is not the end. 
The critics usually say the singer 
needs more training, so the teach- 
ers continue their work. 

Halls Controlled by Managers. 

‘Some of the managers hire the 
halls of New York, Philadelphia, 
Boston, Chicago and other centers 
for the best dates two and three 
years ahead. If the singer wants a 
hall for one of those dates he has 
to put himself in the-fands of the 
manager controlling it.’’ 

Even after a singer attains the 
operatic stage, Bercovici said, he 
still must pay tribute, but to the 
claques. In his book the tenor says, 
“One good chef de clacque is worth 
three conductors.”’ 

“One chef de clacque used to 
come here in the fall for the season 
and the next spring he would go to 
Europe for the season there,” said 
Bercovici. 

“He now is retired and lives in 
Paris, as a connoisseur of music. 
He said he was getting too old to 
clap his hands properly. He had 
begun to miss some of the cues.” 

Percy Rector Stephens, chairman 
of the Committee for the Defénse 
of Music Teachers, éGharacterized 
Bercovici’s assertions as “a cheap 
piece of publicity at the expense of 
a respectable profession.” ‘Most 
music teachers,” he said, ‘“‘are hon- 
est and poorly paid.”

FOR CITY'S DEFICIT 


"6 


Says ‘Shesicinal - Revenue 
Will Be From $1,500,000 
to $2,000,000 Short for 
Present Fiscal Period. 


The Bureau of Municipal Re- 
search, in its bulletin “Mind Your 
Business,” issued yesterday, dey 
clares that the city will have a’ de- 
ficit of $1,500,000 to $2,000,000 
when the present fiscal year ends, 
in April. 

In the last 11 years, the, Bureau 
states, the municipal revenue funds 
has shown a surplus only twice, in 
1924 and 1928. In 1921, 1927 and 
1929 the deficit exceeded $1,000,- 
000. For last fiscal year it was 
$193,711. 

“Why should St. Louis expendi- 
tures regularly exceed revenues?” 
the Bureau asks. “It is begging 
the question to say that revenues 
are insufficient. Unless and un- 
til more revenues are provided by 
equalization of assessments, ex- 
penditures must, be held down.

HE St. Louis debut of Carlo 

Zecchi, the young Italian pian-

Bearings for Engines 


Twelve thousand times a minute 
each connecting rod bearing of an 
automobile engine is under pres- 
sure when the car ik peing driven 
at 60 miles pef hour. These strains, 
in addition to frictional stress, de- 


mand high quality materials and 
workmanship in the manufacture 
of bearings. 

The general practice of bearing 
manufacture has been to place the 
two parts of the connecting rod in 
dies, then force the molten babbit 
into place. With this method there 
was no way wholly to prevent air 
or gas bubbles from being trapped 
in the babbit. 

In the new Oldsmobile bearings, 
the connecting rod is fastened to a 
wheel with the large bearing of 
the rod locked in the center of the 
wheel. The correct amount of bab- 
bit is forced into the bearing and, 
as the rod revolves 1100 times’ a 
minute, the babbit is thrown by 
centrifugal force to its proper po- 
sition. 

Repeated tests on the General 
Motors proving ground proved that 
this new method produces better 
and longer wearing bearings.

HAT I shall have to say to you will be 
® We as unpleasing for you to hear as 


it is for me to have to say. But there 
comes a time when someone should under- 
take as a public duty the wholesome and un- 
grateful task of holding for us “‘the mirror 
up to nature” so that we may see our short- 
comings. It is only in that way that we can 
be persuaded to mend our ways. 

America has been so long the spoiled child 
of fortune and it is so much easier for us 
to swim with the tide and join in the chorus 
of adulation that accompanies material suc- 
cess, that few care to assume the unprofit- 
able role of reminding us of our blunders. 
And yet, that is quite as ne¢essary to our 
progress as are the danger-signals that warn 
the mariner at sea against the rocks that lie 
in his course. 

That is the sort of introspection in which 
I propose to indulge today. If I am an alarm- 
ist or given over to exaggeration or unduly 
pessimistic, my words will bring their own 
reaction. If I am wholly or partly right, the 
consolation of having performed a gratuitous, 
‘ unsought, unwelcome duty must be my only 
 yeward. 

But in order that I may not be misunder- 
stood, let me assure you by way of preamble 

- and explanation that life has dealt generously 
with me—far beyond my just deserts—and 
that, strange as it may seem, after you have 
®» @ cara what I have to say, I am an incurable 
optimist on America and its future. Whilst 
I can see and deplore its failings, it is just 
because of devotion to my country that I dare 
venture the criticisms I am about to express. 

I differ from the people of other nations 
and from our own smug, self-satisfied fellow- 
citizens who blindly worship our material suc- 
cess and prosperity to the point at which they 
assume that it must have been achfeved by 
superior thrift and ability and by a more pro- 
found knowledge of economic laws than that 
of other countries with which we compete. 

Nothing could be further from the truth, 
and the sooner we recognize that in the man- 
egement of our affairs we are deficient in the 
rudiments and practices of a sound social and 
economic philosophy, take stock of our blun- 
ders and mend our ways, the better it will 
be for our future. 


Deceived by National Vanity. 
In calmly accepting our vast accumulated, 


as the reward of the superior brains, energy 
and industry of the nation, we have utterly 
lost sight of the fact that it is“largely the 
result of the development of the great natur- 
ai resources with which bountiful nature 
Started us on our course—far greater than 
those of any other country on earth. It has 
suited our vanity to delude ourselves into the 
belief and to take it for granted that we are 
the architects of our own fortunes, which is 
not true. ‘Laboring under that delusion which 
l regard as a form of “folio grandeur” we, 
like the proverbial drunken sailor, have gone 
on and on squandering our munificent patri- 
mony by carelessly entrusting the develop- 
ment of our policies.of distributing those na- 
‘ural resourees and ‘the government of our 
ever-growing complicated affairs to ignorant 
end incompetent men with no knowledge or 
training in the diffieult science of government. 

I venture to assert that on the whole a 
more generally untrained body of national, 
State and local legislators and one of lower 
intellectual standards is not to be found in 
any eivilized country on earth. Ours is the 
Veritable paradise of the demagogue and iz- 
noramus in public life, Our standards of pub- 
‘\¢ service are so perverted that true states- 
manship rarely dares assert itself if it runs 


4 alucit poorly and unjustly distributed wealth, 


counter to the public delusion of the’moment. 
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This is not because we do not know better. 
It is because we are indifferent, superficial 
in our study of public questions and insuf- 
ficiently interested in the affairs of govern- 
ment and do not realize the very direct and 
often devastating effect upon our own indi- 
vidual fortunes of the ignorance of our rep- 
resentatives. 

We seem to regard government as a thing 
apart from us. 


Clinging to Outworn Formulas. 

Our form of government is neither demo- 
cratic nor highly progressive. We cling to 
outworn forms that are a travesty upon gov- 
ernment and make us appear ridiculous. One 
of the most striking, but only one of the 
many illustrations of that assertion, is found 
in the persistence through generations of our 
“lame-duck” Congresses. For 13 months of 
every two years, we permit ourselves to be 
governed and misrepresentéed in the House of 
Representatives, and our laws to be made and 
unmade by men who have been expressly re- 
pudiated by their constituents. The truth is 
that our Government is not responsive to the 
will of the people. In that respect the most 
democratic and responsive form of govern- 
ment is that of Great Britain where the Par- 
liament is dissolved and a new election is im- 
mediately held to determine and carry out the 
public verdict upon any great issue that arises. 
With us the Congress that we elected, say, 
in November, 1930, does not convene until 
December, 1931. Not only may the issues on 
which it was elected have ceased to exist, or 
have been decided adversefy to the popular 
verdict by the Congress that the people have 
repudiated before the new Congress meets, 
but still worse, important new issues may 
meantime arise on which the judgment of the 
people cannot be recorded until December, 
1933, when those issues may have been de- 
cided by Representatives without, and often 
contrary to, the will of their constituents! 
Is that democratic government? 

“The country is now being shaken to its 
foundations by the alarming and increasing 
misery caused by unemployment due to the 
business depression which is unfortunately 
far from ended. The efforts of well-meaning 
but hopelessly inadequate, unjust and unscien- 
tific agencies of private charity are being 
drafted into service to relieve and bridge 
over, as best they-can, the emergencies against 
which government should have provided and 
protected us as it has long done in other 


countries. 


Some American Shortcomings. 

We were generations behind in providing 
compulsory insurance to provide compensa- 
tion against accident in industry. After years 
of loud outcries and acrimonious opposition 
from the powerful employers, compromise 
laws were finally enacted that provide in- 
sufficient relief under forms of procedure 
that are in a great many states so dilatory 
and poorly administered that they fail large- 
ly of their purpose. | 

Insurance against old age, sickness and 
unemployment that have existed for a gen- 
eration or more in other countries which 
make no boast of democracy are still unknown 
to us. Our employers who by the well-recog- 
nized rules of accountancy allow, as an ex- 
pense of the business, depreciation against 
obsolescence and wear and tear on buildings, 
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counsel in many celebrated legal contests in 
the last 30 years. He participated in the litiga- 
tion between the Standard Oil Co. and the 
Waters Pierce oil properties; between James 
Hazen Hyde and others for the control of the 
Equitable Life Insurance Co; between the 
Rogers and Rockefeller interests and the Heinze 
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He has appeared for labor unions, for ob- 
scure individuals, and for the people of New 
York State in matters of social welfare. These 
facts but scarcely sketch his legal activities in 
the last three decades. 


tools, machinery, merchandise and the like, 
stand aghast at and loudly denounce as social- 
istic and confiscatory the long but thus far 
unsuccessful agitation to indemnify the hu- 
man machine in those same industries against 
the same wear and tear and obsolescence due 
to old age, even though the employe is clam- 
oring for the opportunity to contribute to such 
insurance. 

The same is true of insurance against un- 
employment. In times of depression the em- 
ployer has his capital, undistributed profits 
and reserves accumulated in years of prosper- 
ity to fall back upon until business revives, 
but the men who by their labor are respon- 
sible for his prosperity are turned adrift to 
starve. If every industry were compelled with 
us to bear this burden as in other lands, for 
| whose form of government we have a degree 
of contempt commensurate with our ignorance 
of their institutions, we sheuld not be driven 
to these frantic appeals for help and it would 
not be necessary for our employes to submit 
to the loss of self-respect involved in the ac- 
ceptance as charity of that to which they are 
entitled as of right and justice. 

There is no reason for this scandalous state 
of things other than the despotic power of 
capital over government which enables it to 
defeat just sociaj legislation and thereby to 
shift its righteous burdens from the shoul- 
ders of industry to those of charity. 


Vicious Legal Processes. 

The strength of a chain is measured by its 
weakest link. I think it will be admitted that 
the weakest link in our chain of government 
is in the administration of justice. Sad as 
it may be to admit, with us the administra- 
tion of justice has completely broken down, 
for which we lawyers cannot escape our heavy 
share of responsibility. The intolerable de- 
lays and the prohibitive cost of litigation to- 
gether constitute a virtual denial of justice. 
A poor litigant, however just his cause, is 
literally starved out by the artificial barriers 
that surround our cumbersome procedure in a 
lawsuit. In the end, unlike the rule that pre- 
vails in other countries, the cost of Htigation 
is imposed upon the successful instead of upon 
the defeated party. The trifling award to the 
former is no indemnity as it should be and is 
elsewhere. The quality of our judiciary is 
also far beneath that of other countries, due 
partly to the impotence and want of influ- 
ence of our bar, but mainly to the political 
considerations that determine the selection of 
judges. : 

The most vicious and demoralizing effect 
of the now grotesque prohibition law is that 
it has converted law-abiding citizens by the 
millions into hypocrites and potential crim- 
inals. The manner of its enforcement, or 
rather non-enforcement, has brought all law 
into contempt. It amounts to the indictment 
of an entire nation. Noble and idealistic as 
we may be willing to concede the motives that 
prompted the experiment, it has failed of its 
purpose and has proven an overwhelming dis- 
aster. It should be wiped from the statute 
books with as little delay. as possible if we 
are to rescue a vestige of our self-respect in 
the eyes of the world. By every rule of a 
moral code, a purveyor of liquor is no more 
a criminal than is the buyer. 

The anti-trust laws constitute another of 
our economic follies which we persist in re- 
taining upon the statute books. Many of 
us believe that these laws were wise and con- 
structive in their inception and that, if cour- 
ageously and impartially enforced against the 
great business and financial interests against 
which they were aimed, they would have

NY student of the rapid changes taking 
A pitce in our modern civilization cannot 
fail to be impressed by the growth in 
the world of widespread dissatisfaction with 
the existing organization of society. 

Ranging all the way from mild forms of 
criticism to the violent challenge which comes 
from Russia, this almost universal dissatis- 
faction is based on a growing conviction that 
capitalism, although it is the form of econom- 
ic organization which has given mankind a 
greater degree of general well-being than had 
ever been known before, contains with itself 
serious maladjustments and injustices, espe- 
cially as regards the relations between capital 
and labor, and that some way must be found 
for correcting these glaring defects. 

The extreme critics of the existing social 
order, the Communists, insist that the only 
solution of this problem is to destroy the 
whole present-day order of society and upon 
its ruins to build up a new one. In Russia, 
where they have had a free hand for more 
than a decade, the Communists have declared 
vicious everything we hold sacred, and have 
proceeded to reorganize society in a way 
which we should have thought impossible only 
a few years ago, They have shown that their 
way of correcting the defects of capitalism is 
to destroy it totally, the good in it equally 
with the bad, 

The less extreme critics hold that the over- 
whelming price exacted by communism need 
not be paid, but that, on the contrary with 
courage and intelligence, our social order can 
be so reorganized as to preserve the good 
there is in capitalism and at the same time 
to correct its defects. But more and more 
our outstanding thinkers warn us that un- 
less this is done the growing dissatisfaction 
of the great masses of the world’s population 
will eventually make inevitable the devastat-. 
ing holocaust of the Communist method. 

To quote only a few of these warnings that 
our modern civilization’ stands today: at the 
parting of the Ways leading either to some 
form of modified capitalism or to some form 
of revolutionary communism: 


Warning by College President. 

Last summer, at Southampton, L. I., Dr. 
Nicholas Murray Butler delivered an address 
entitled: “The One and the Many,” in which 
he contrasted the Communist form of society 
with ours, which he preferred to term “‘lib- 
eral” rather than “‘capitalistie.”” He said that 
we must not rely on a doctrine of “‘laissez- 
faire’ but must be prepared to answer the 
charges of the Communist against the present 
order and “to readjust or modify existing 
practices so as to remove all grounds of Com- 
munist criticism without yielding the funda- 
mental tenets of liberalism.” The ideal of 
society, he concluded, is not the Republic of 
Plato or the Communist state of Marx and 
Lenin, but “is the free association of men 
. « - acting each with high intelligence, with 
moral purpose, and all socially minded.” 

In a sermon on Dec. 28, 1930, Dr. Harry 
Emerson Fosdick repeated the same thing 
in different words: ‘‘See the picture (of the 
world today): communism rising as a proil- 
gious world power, and all the capitalistic na- 
tions arming themselves to the teeth to fly 
at each others’ throats and tear each other 
to pieces ... Capitalism is on trial... Our 
whole capitaligtic society is on trial; first 
within itself, for obviously there is something 
the matter with the operation of a system 
that over the western world leaves millions 
upon millions of people out of work who want 
work, and millions more in the sinister 
shadow of poverty. Second, capitalism is on 
trial with communism for its world competti- 
tor... The verbal damning of communism 
now prevalently popular in the United States 
will get us nowhere. 

“The decision between capitalism and com- 
munism hinges on one point. Can capitalism 
adjust itself to this new age? Can it move 
out from its old individualism, dominated by 
the selfish profit motive, and so create a new 
co-operative epoch with social planning and

it has, the welfare of all the people? If it 
can, it can survive. If it cannot, some form 
of communism will be forced upon our chil- 
dren. Be sure of that!” 


Legialator’s Conclusion. 

Representative Hamilton’ Fish Jr., chair- 
man of the congressional committee which 
recently investigated Communist activities in 
the United States, speaking at a meeting in 
Carnegie Hall, before publication of the com- 
mittee’s report, said: “I do not want any one 
to ghink, because I have taken the lead by 
virtue of an extended investigation in expos- 
ing and combatting the falsities and attend- 
ant horrors of communism, that I believe our 
own economic system is above reproach. Far 
from it; there is much that present-day in- 
dustrial capitalism can learn and borrow to 
advantage from Russian communism. If com- 
munism is on trial, so also is capitalism.” 

The essence of the Communist experiment 
in Russia lies in the attempt to demonstrate 
that a more efficient system of production 
than exists under capitalism can be obtained 
by abolishing individual enterprise and pri- 
vate profit-making, and substituting for it 
state ownership of the means of production 
‘under a system of centralized planning and 
control. 

It is believed that this will equalize supply 
and demand and prevent those maladjust- 
ments and fluctuations in business activity 
which accompany the capitalistic system. In 
the matter of distribution, the Communist 
theory has been that the nation’s income 
should be divided in proportion to needs, 
‘rather than in proportion to services ren- 
dered; but in Russia this principle has been 
in practice more or less modified by the in- 
troduction of a wage scale and—to the ex- 
tent that this is the case—the practice is 
tending in the direction of capitalism. 

The Communist ideas are being tried out in 
Russia, moreover, under a system in which 
the whole ecpnomic life of the country is 
under the control of the Government, which 
is a self-chosen dictatorship and which holds 
unlimited sway over all the agencies of in- 
dustrial production and distribution and over 
the life and activities of the laboring classes, 
thus eliminating individual liberty. 


Lack of Personal Incentive. 

In my judgment, the fundamental weak- 
ness of the Communist plan lies in the as- 
sumption that individual initiative and incen- 
tive can in the long run be maintained with- 
out making individual rewards directly pro- 
portionate to individual effort and ability, and 
without giving to men and women the fullest 
possible opportunity for. the development of 
their capacities. We believe that liberty and 
individuality are the indispensable essentials 
of economic efficiency. We believe that in 
the end the Communist experiment will serve 
as an ample demonstration that the very best 
machinery is nothing but a dead investment if 
the men behind these machines are deprived 
of personal freedom and incentive and denied 
such cultural possessions as the family and 
religion, : 

And yet, In spite of its weaknesses, Com- 
munism represents a real challenge to our 
Western civilization. That challenge cannot 
be met elther by denunciation or by force, 
Our Western civilization must vindicate its 
worth if it is to endure, And it can vindicate 
jts worth only by demonstrating its ability 


capacity for constructive development,

Attempts at such a demonstration are be- 
ing made in various countries, Some Euro- 
pean nations for example, are striving through 
discussion and negotiation to meet the great 
social problem of the relation of capital and 
labor. Germany, a representative liberal de- 
mocracy, has an Economic Advisory Council, 
representing the various economic groups of 
the country, to which the discussion of all 
economic and social problems is referred be- 
fore introduction with recommendations into 
the Reichstag for decision. The members of 
the Advisory Council, however, have no vot- 
ing power. + 


What Italy Can Do. 

Although Italy is an autocracy under the 
dictatorship of the Duce, every economic in- 
terest of the country is afforded opportunity 
for discussion and negotiation so that they 
may, by mutual agreement, arrive at @ fair 
compromise of their difference’. The Gov- 
ernment will not permit, either through lock- 
outs or strikes, any interference with the 


selves, the Government through its minister 
or the labor court determines the solution of 
all problems. In Italy as elsewheré, however, 
the autocracy of capital seems to exist, and 
the general feeling among the working classes 
is that the Government favors the employers. 

These attempts are still far from provid- 
ing an adequate solution of the great social 
issue which confronts us today. Much more 
far-reaching is a plan for a more equitable 
distribution of the fruits of industry which 
originated some years ago in New Zealand. 
In its essence, this plan places a limit upon 
the remuneration of capital without limiting 
the eventual remuneration of labor. The 
Companies Empowering Act of 1924, the pro- 
visions of which are enabling, not compul- 
sory (quoted in full in my Economic Democ- 
racy, pp. 111-117, MacMillan, 1929) is a new 
conception of employe partnership in indus- 
try which does not deny the importance of 
capital in production, nor deny taAt the re- 
turn which it properly earns, but at the same 
time regards labor as “the life-giving ele- 
ment in production, superior in function and 
in quality to capital.” 


Every Worker a Partner. 

H. Wickham Steed, editor of the English 
Review of Reviews, writing enthusiastically 
of this plan in the issue of August, 1930, 
says: “If labor organizations could extract 
from employers twice or thrice the wages cur- 
rently paid without altering the status of 
workmen or ennobling ‘labor's’ conception of 
its own functions, they would merely. add to 
the costs of production and tend to render 
industry unprofitable. But if, by thinking 
things out to the end, they reach the con- 
clusion that what workers need is a definite 
personal interest in the work they do and 
in its success, together with a voice in the 
general control and management of it, they 
may see that it is quite possible to increase 
employment, to cheapen output and to add 
to material rewards while raising the status 


that of partners in enterprise.” 

In the United States, the principle of 
property rights has played a basic role in 
making America the largest industrial com- 
munity in the world. , In the light of changed 
conditions, this principle today needs modifi- 
cation, and it is in America, more than any- 
where else in the world perhaps, that an op- 
portunity exists for setting into operation 
forces which, while recognizing the rights of 
property, will modify these rights in a spirit 
of justice and so attain the goal of social 
betterment, while avoiding the basic errors 
and the disastrous consequences of com- 
munism. : 
We have in this country through our eco- 
nomjc system of mass standardised produc- 
tion and distribution, and through the mass 
consumption and the control of a large home 
market made possible by the “saving wage,” 
paved an easy way by which would seem 
that we might fairly and with’ justice to all 
modify and limit the rights of capital while

For a 
time it appeared that my advice 
would be followed and a test made 
to determine the legality of these 
partnerships between national 
banks and their allied speculative 

companies with their. compulsory 
identity of stockholding interest, 
but the pressure was apparently 
too strong and nothing came of 
my efforts. ~~ 

Since then there have been hun- 
dreds of like perilous a,pendages 
to national and state banks that 
are using in speculative enterprises 
the funds of the banks of which 
they are in effect an integral part. 
Unless these subtle evasions of the 
spirit of our banking system are 
prohibited, eventual major disaster 
is inevitable. ~ 

But of all the follies of govern- 
ment, the most colossal and unpar- 
donable is the way that it has 
dealt and is dealing with its natura) 
resources which were at one time 
foolishly regarded as inexhaustible, 
and were dealt with accordingly. It 
reminds one of the spendthrift who 
has come into a great fortune and 
who, not realizing the value or pos- 
sibilities. of wealth or its limita- 
tions, proceeds to scatter it to the 
winds as though there were al- 
ways more where that came from 
until he awakens some fine day to 
find’ himself penniless. 


Wasting Natural Resources. 
We have literaWy already thrown 


away the great bulk of that won-/ 


derful patrimony which has  be- 
come the basis of most of our great 
private fortunes. Strange to say, 
we continue to persist in that pol- 
icy with respect to the remnants 
of those resources that are left. 
Either we never seem to learn to 
mend our ways from the school of 
bitter experience or the capital- 
istic class have succeeded in edu- 
cating the masses into the false 
belief that the Government is inca- 
pable of either developing or car- 
ing for the people’s wealth. 

If we had pursued the plan of 
developing our great mineral wealth 
that has been adopted, say, by 
South Africa, the royalties through 
private development of those _ re- 
sources would have almost, if not 
entirely, defrayed the entire cost 
of government. Our experience in 
dealing with the oil lands of the 
Osage tribe proves that such an 
arrangement would not have inter- 
fered with private development. We 
have thrown away our own oil 
lands without compensation, but 
when the Osage Reservation was 
opened to settlement our Depart- 
ment of the Interior that is in 
charge of the few scattered Indian 
tribes that we have not yet suc- 
ceeded in exterminating, had the 
foresight to see to it that the tribe 
was compensated for the oil lands 
that were taken. The grants. to 
these oil deposits have accordingly 
been conditioned upon the Indians 
receiving one-eighth of the gross 
production. That has ‘amounted 
ahd’ continues t6 amount to a sum 
so great that every man, woman 
and child belonging to the Osage 
tribe is independently rich. And 
yet, there was the same struggle 
and competition for those lands by 
our prospectors as though there 
were no royalties attached to them. 

In South Africa, a private in- 
dividual or corporation that seeks 
the right of exploitation must sink 
its wells at a given point, must pay. 
royalties on the production and at 
the same time, at its own expense, 
develop adjoining lands for the 
benefit of the Government, which 
the latter then develops or sells. 
New Laws Needed.

told national wealth. 

Regardless of the wisdom or un- 
wisdom of the anti-trust laws as 
applied to manufacturing and oth- 
er industriés, not based upon the 
ownership of natural resources, 
there can be no question of the 
necessity for’ abdlishifig those laws 
and inaugurating a contrary policy 
with respect to the development 
and distribution of oil and copper, 
as @ necessary conservation meas- 
ure. There is no n why we 
should take these deposits out of 
the ground without restricting their 
production and distribution to the 
amount that can be profitably con- 
sumed and thus sacrifice the 
wealth that belongs to future gen- 
erations without any return by way 
of profit to its owners or to the 
country. 

Conservation Still Possible. 

We are beginning to realize 
(rather late in the day) that there 
is a limit to the oil and copper still 
remaining in the ground, and yet, 
with our characteristic shortsight- 
edness and happy-go-lucky policy, 
we are doing and in all likelihood 
will go on doing nothing to pre- 


‘vent the continuance of this crim- 


inal waste until it is too late. 

We seem unable to comprehend, 
as an ethical proposition and apart 
from the question of enlightened 
selfishness that ‘should influence 
us, that we have no right to rob 
future generations of their share 
of this heritage, except to the ex- 
tent to which we need and can 
profitably dispose of these prod- 
ucts. 

The producers, refiners and dis- 
tributors of oil and copper should 
be not only permitted, but encour- 
aged, and I might almost say, re- 
quired, if that were legally possi- 
ble, to make agreements subject, 
of course, to government  super- 
vision and control that will limit 
the production to the consumption, 
and that will regulate the selling 
price, so that on the one hand the 
product esvill not be sacrificed by 
ruinous competition and that on 
the other, they will not be permit- 
ted, as they were during the war, 
to exploit the consumer when the 
price of copper that is now selling 
at 11 cents was at one time yanked 
ut’! to 23 cents or more per pound. 

There should also be a protective 
tariff on oil and copper that will 
prevent our supply being dissipat- 
ed without’ profit in competition 
with the pauper labor of South 
Africa and South America. Unless 


we have some such protection, we 


must either close down our mines 
and wells or meet this competition, 
with the result that we shall ex- 
haust these resources without add- 
ing to our wealth. 

Whatever may be our policies 
with respect to monopoly or tariff 
protection applied in other direc- 
tions, a different rule should be 
inaugurated in dealing with our 
natural resources. 


What About Water Power? 

This brings me to the last of the 
many topics I should like but will 
not have the time to discuss as 
fully as its importance deserves. I 
refer to the method of dealing with 
our water powers and of curbing 
the brazen, inordinate gréed of the 
power trusts that are exploiting 
the people. 

I have never seen an estimate 
of the priceless wealth of the un- 
developed water powers of Amer-- 
ica. It must run into billions of 
dollars. The developed .water 
powers that have drifted into pri- 
vate ownership for which nothing 
was paid to the nation or state 
that ceded these rights probably 
amounts to almost as huge a sum. 
Why these properties were ceded 
to private interests as a gift would 
be a mystery if we did not under- 
stand the mainsprings that unfor- 
tunately all too “frequently direct 
and control our state and national 
governments. Even in the rare 
cases when, of late, compensation 
has been exacted, it hag been lu- 
dicrously inadequate and takes the 
wrong form. It should be on the 
basis of a limitation on the price 
exacted from the ultimate consum- 
x for light and power if the state 

tion lacks the courage and 
resight to develop its own pow- 
v by building not only the dams 


and nverters, but—most impor- 
tant of all — its own transmission 
lines. That is the only way it can 


dictate to the distributing com- 
panies the prites at which they 
must sell electric power and cur- 
rent, for I do not favor permitting 
povernpoental agencies going into 
the business of distribution except

We have a striking instance of}: 


this desperate, unequal struggle at 
the moment in my own state be- 
tween Gov. Roosevelt and the most 
formidable power trust on earth. 
The much-coveted prize is the con- 
trol of the vast American-owned 
lower Niagara Falls and St. Law- 
rence River water power. The 
fight was started by Gov. Smith 
and has been raging for years. 

Titantic Struggle for Control 

Meantime two things have hap- 
pened. Many hundreds of millions 
of dollars of water are running to 
waste and probably many more 
hundreds of millions will be dissi- 
pated before the titanic struggle 
between New York State and this 
giant trust is settled. Such is the 
power of the latter over legislation 
that it will probably end in a com- 
promise—unjust to the State—but 
not nearly so disastrous as if this 
valiant Lochinvar, in the person of 
Gov, Roosevelt, were not standing 
bravely with his back to the wall 
championing the people’s rights 
against this threatened invasion of 
the enemy. 

’ Now thatthe people have at last 
been half-awakened from their 
“Rip Van Winkle slumber” (for 
they are not yet sufficiently awake 
to give the Governor the support 
he requires) the trust is “gracious- 
ly willing’ that the State shall 
build and operate the transmission 
lines that will feed the power and 
current to its private distributing 
companies. That would relieve the 
trust of the burden of furnishing 
the bulk of the capital and retain 
the control and profits of the en- 
terprise by fixing the rates to its 
own distributing companies and 
their rates to the consumer. Of 
course, it is, why not? The thing 
is, on its face, too transparent to 
deceive a grown man, no matter 
in what specious refinement of rea- 
son it is clothed. 

The transmission lines are the 
key to the situation. If the State 
builds them it can dictate the prices 
that shalk be charged for the pow- 
er and current to the consumer. 
If the trust builds and owns the 
transmission lines they will be fi- 
nanced under cover of an inter- 
mediate company with more inter- 
vening charges. No contract be- 
tween the State and the distribut- 
ing companies for rates will longer 
be possible. We shall then, God 
help us, be relegated to the tender 
mercies of our Public Service Com- 
missions to fix reasonable rates. We 
all know from bitter experience 
what that means. There is not time 
here to rehearse the history of 
what the people of this country 
have suffered at the nds of 
these commissions that have been 
appointed largely through the in- 
fluence of the corporations whose 
rates and practices they are sup- 
posed to regulate, but for whom 
they are, alas, only too often mere 
“rubber stamps” to record their 
will. 

My excuse for dwelling with you 
at such length upon the lower 
Niagara Falls and St. Lawrence 
River water power controversy, 
which may be said to be a New 
York State issue, although it is in 
another aspect a national isue. is 
that it is symptomatic of a struggle 
that is raging in Congress and all 
over the country between govern- 
ment and these fabulous and peril- 
ous power combinations that are 
spreading their poisonous tentacles 
all over the land, undermining and 
shaking the very foundations of 
goyernment. The eyils of the in- 
dustrial trusts that have conquered 
us, as compared with the opera- 
tions and effects of this latest form 
of legalized banditry, are “ag 
moonlight unto sunlight and as 
water unto wine.” Is their con- 
quest to be added to the long list 
of America’s follies? We shall see.

pensation. 

Such labor shares, following the 
plan of the New Zealand enabling 
act, would share equally with the 
common stock in dividends. Dif- 
fering, however, from the New 
Zealand act, which only gives the 


employes voting power according | 


to the shares they hold, I would 
suggest that as management and 
labor are the principal factors or 
elements in production, and as the 
responsibility for carrying out the 
policy of the board of directors is 
clearly placed in their hands, such 
responsibility should be accompa- 
nied by authority; hence they 
shoulé te accorded, independently 
of stock holdings, a fair represen- 
tation on the board of directors, 
and on any executive, or any con- 
trolling committee. 


Workers as Directors Also. 


The desirability of giving work- 
ers a liberal representation on the 
board of directors, is emphasized 
by the scarcity of and _ the vita! 
necessity for, good management in 
industry. Notwithstanding their 
present handicap, many of the 
chief executives of our largest in- 
dustries (such as the president of 
the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion) have developed from the 
ranks of the workers. It must be 
evident that the additional experi- 
ence as directors wil] enormously 
increase our manageria] output. 

As an example of procedure un- 
der the suggested national act: It 
would be required that in reincor- 
poration the assets of the old cor- 
poration should be fairly valued, 
and, in the new Federal corpora- 
tion, these assets should be repre- 
sented by securities so classified as 
to properly protect the former se- 
curity holders, with the following 
result: 

Assuming that a corporation, 
with assets of $100,000,000, repre- 

sented by $25,000,000 of bonds, 
$25,600,000 preferred stock, $25,- 
000,000 common stock and $25,- 
000,000 of conservatively valued 
surplus, wished to reincorporate, 
the process of reincorporation un- 
der the Federal act would probably 
be to issue $25,000,000 of bonds 
bearing interest say at 4 per cent, 
$25,000,000 of preferred (or “A”) 
stock paying dividends of say 5 per 
cent, and $50,000,000 (old common 
and surplus) of common (or “B’’) 
stock paying say 6 per cent. 


Special Fund for Workers. 
As is the custom with conserva- 
tively managed corporations, prop- 
er reserves from profits would con- 
tinue to be set aside to take care 
of depreciation and obsolescence. 
But the balance of earnings, in- 
stead of being carried to a surplus 
account, would henceforth be di- 


vided in the form of labor shares | 


among the employes—management 
and labor—in the ratio of their 
service, probably as recorded by 
their wage or salary. As in the 
New Zealand act: Such labor 
shares should not be transferable, 
but, if the holder of any labor 
shares ceases to be employed in the 
service of the company (whether 
by reason of death or otherwise) 
he shall be deemed to have surren- 
dered his shares, and in such case 
there shall be payable to him or 
his legal representatives, as the 
case may be, either in cash or in 
common or “B” shares, the value 
of those labor shares. A company 
issuing labor shares may issue 
shares of common ‘or “B” stock in 
payment or satisfaction wholly or 
in part of any shares in the profits 
of a company to which the holder 
by virtue of those labor shares 
from time to time ‘become entitled. 

It has been recently suggested 
that, in the light of modern busi- 
ness methods, we shall be com- 
pelled to restudy our antitrust laws 
with their absolute embargo on 
any limitation of competition, or on 
any control or limitation of produc- 
tion. It will be perfectly evident 
that under present conditions, 
where the owners of industry are 
interested in deriving as large 
Lrofits as they can from the pub- 
lic, of which they form only a 
small part, the necessity for anti- 
trust legislation differs widely from 
what would be the cage under the 
proposed national incorporation act 
which would limit interest and 
dividends on capital and transfer 

the incentive of profit to manage- 
a nt and the workers, who them- 
se repregent the great mass of 
the public.

labor shares, the pressure for ef- 
ficlency would be concentrated 
upon management and the work- 
ers, and the increased efficiency 
thus developed would add to in- 
vestment security. 

This suggestion of entirely seg- 
regating apital investments from 
personal sérvice is intended to limit 
such Investments to a fixed return, 
and divide between the workers 
(management and labor) all addi- 
tiona] earnings, thus greatly broad- 
ening the opportunities of the great 
mass of our population and an- 
swering one of the greatest criti- 
cisms of our present capitalistic 
system. 


End of Stock Dividends. 

Consider the history of the com- 
mon stock of any one of our most 
successful industries during the 
last 10 years. In many of them 
the directors, as a principle of wise 
and sound economy, have made 
every effort to assist and induce 
their employes to become owners 
of their common stock. Had they 
instead adopted the policy of la- 
bor shares, as above outlined, the 
hundreds of millions of dollars 
which ‘have accrued to common 
stockholders in the form of sur- 
plus or stock dividends, would 
have gone to the owners of labor 
shares, i. e., to those who had pro- 
duced this increase, namely man- 
agement and ‘labor.

All capitalistic governments reo-

nity between the capitalist and the 
worker, and as a result undertake, 
j through ‘income and inheritance 
taxeg and other methods of taxa- 
tion, to relieve the great mass of 
the people ag far as possible from 
the expenses of government. The 
worker realizes this, but his reply 
is: Yes, that ts taxing capital after 
it has pasbed ‘into individual pos- 
session, but what we complain of 
is that in all our industrial proc- 
eg we lack the opportunity of 
accumUlatifig at least that meas- 
ure of Capital which will protect 
us and our familles from the men- 
ates of unemployment, sickness, old 
age and death. What we want is 
sothe modification of the present 
system providing for each One of 
us the épportunity for such aé¢cu- 
mulation’ as to giveyto life'a rea- 
sonable sécurity—after which’ We 
should bé glad to participate more 
largely in the expenses of govérn- 
ment. 


Help for Agriculture. 


The criticism which we hear of 
modern industrial methods having 
greatly accentuated, through large 
corporations, the autocracy of capi- 
tal, is based principally on the im- 
mense fortunes realized simply 
through investment. In order to 
answer this criticism, would it not 
be wise to segregate or modify the 
element of risk in jnvestment by 
the adoption of & national ‘Incor- 
poration act such 4s is ‘suggested 
above?’ This’ whote scheme of a 
limited or modified power of capi- 
tal largely segregates it from a 
personal element Which is most dl- 
rectly responsible for productien 
and distribution, mdking’ of capital 
a “ommotity, the pricé ‘of which is 
fixed as is that of all commodities 
by the law of supply and demand, 
and at the same time’ giving ” it 
greater security;- while the person- 
al element, i. e., management and 
labor, assumes the profit or loss.

Market Is Better in 30 of 
59 Communities. 


The farm land market is better In 


30 out of 59 widely scattered com- 
munities, a study of 1930 farm buy- 
ers shows a tendency toward buy- 
ers reared among the cows and 
chickens, and middle-aged buyers 
are more numerous than those

Farm land brokers, reporting 


last week in a questionnaire, fur- 
nished the data on the 59 com- 
munities. Thirteen found business 
the same as a year ago and 16 said 
conditions were -worse. Thirty 
found a better demand for rural 
lands. 
In 42 communities, 100 more 
farms were sold in 1930 than in 
1929, although -the number of 
acres and value of the total num- 
ber of farms sold showed @ de- 
crease. The 42 brokers sold 1023 
farms in 1929 and 1122 in 19390. 

Analyzing the crop plans used by 
their buyers, farm land experts of 
the Realty Association “found a 
tendency almost three to one for 


crop farms. 

Investigating reasons why 193 
farmers have sold their holdings in 
the last few months, the division 
found the necessity of settling ea- 
tates accounted for the greatest 
number-of these sales, with fore- 
closures third on the list of rea- 
sons, and six selling to buy larger 
farms. 

The survey gives data Intereat- 
ing to the farm land broker on 
farmers’ history, ages and family 
size. In 194 sales, the greatcat 
number of buyers were from 41 to 
45 years old, with only four in the 
21 to 25 year class. 

Native born farm buyers exceed- 
ed. foreign born buyers nearly four 
to one in this survey, and the 
greatest number of buyers were 
reared on farms, Fewest buyers 
were those who had been frm ten- 
ants. 

The greatest number of families 
among these buyers had four in the 
family. Of buyers with 10 or 12 in 
a family there were oniy two. The 
second highest number of sales in 
family groups were those families 
having only two members. 

Analyzing sources of prospects 
for the 1000 farms, the greatest 
number came through advertising, 
with personal contacts hringing 
in the next largest group of buyers.

The tie may be somewhat awry, the collar not 
too carefully in place, but the man shown in the photo- 
graphs, even the prairie lawyer, the youne Congressman. 
has none of the earmarks of the sloven. 

In referring to Lincoln as unkempt Masters opened a 
dispute of ancient standing. Writing of Lincoln's career 
in the State Legislature at Springfield, Masters says: 

‘“‘And now in Springfield did he ally himself with the 
common people? Rather did he make all the patrician 
alliances that were available to him, so much so that he 
was soon accused of belonging to the aristocracy; and on 
the stump he was compelled to defend himself against the 
ridicule of swashbucklers like Col. Dick Taylor, whom to 
discomfit, Lincoln pulled down his vest rudely, while Tay- 
lor was addressing the multitude. exposing to the gzaping 
rustics Taylor's frilled shirt and great watch seal. As 
Lincoln went about unkempt and -badly dressed. in 
trousers too short, and coat too tight or too bobbed. there 
was nothing to expose about him except his principles:

said. He was called an uncouth ape, a crude rus 
tic, a provincial boer. What are probably the maa! 
impartial descriptions come from English periodi 
eals and newspapers The following excerpt is 
characteristic of many such descriptions 

“Clothe this figure in a long, tight, badly fit 
ting suit of black, creased, soiled, puckered up at 
every salient point of the figure (and every point 
of the figure is salient), put on laree unfittine 
boots, gloves too long for the long, bony. fingers 
and a fluffy hat covered to the top with dusty 
crepe; then add to this an air of strength, physical 
as well as moral, and a strange look of dignity 
coupled with all this grotesqueness."’ 

The last is what Masters has ignored, say the 
Lincoln enthusiasts here. He has taken certain 
minor defects of dress and has created from them 
the picture of the sloven, ignoring the fact that the 
general impression, as in the above description, 
was one of dignity and strength approaching almost 
to a kind of grandeur. Another English commen 
tator wrote: 

“Like most American gentlemen, he is loose and 
careless in dress, turns down his flapping white 
collars and wears habitually what we consider eve 
ning dress.’ 

An old man who had seen him often, sald ip

Suicide of Pretty Molly Chaddock if 
the Latest in an Epidemic 
of Such Desperate Acts.

Over 
their favorite playground—the Chel- 
sea district here—there has fallen a 
pall of gloom. It may be connected, 
this unprecedented sobriety, with the 
suicide of lovely Molly Chaddock. 

And before Molly there was Peter 
Warlock. And before Peter——but the 
bright voung people of Chelsea do not 
get a pzreat deal of enjoyment these 
days out of reading the suicide record. 
Once, possibly, they could be flippant 
about even that. But there has been 
a succession of suicides among the 
brightest and gayest and best-loved. 
So Chelsea, for the time being at any 
rate, has dropped the mask of gaiety. 

Chelsea is like most other post-war 
Bohemias-—-a little feverish, a_ little 
frantic, somewhat desperate, lacking. 
perhaps, in the easy romance of the 
Parisian Bohemia of the last century. 
Aldous Huxley gives a series of inter- 
esting Chelsea portraits in ‘Point 
Counterpoint,” and, it is proven, 
they are derived directly from 
real people, from people famous in 
contemporary London life. Lucy Tan- 
tamount, who gould take her pleasures 
like a man, without entangling the 
emotions, anywhere, with anyone. 
l’oor Spandrell, sardonic, hating him- 
self, hating life; as Huxley points out, 
a hopeless adolescent at thirty. and a 
suicide, These desperate post-war Bo- 
hemians have of late been living out 
a series of tragedies in real life. They 
have come suddenly against a blank 
wall and there has been nothing for 
it but the quickest way out. As with 
Huxley's unfortunate Spandrell, it was 
the only gesture left to them. 

Mary Helen Chaddock, called Molly 
by everyone who had known her long- 
er than half an hour, was among the 
loveliest of all the young women who 
live on the fringe of Chelsea's art 
world, earning a precarious living by 
posing. She had innumerable friends. 
She was welcome at almost any table 
in any cafe. She knew the ereat and 
the near-great, the failures and the 
hangers-on, Kohemia's camp-followers. 
by far the largest part of Chelsea’s 
populetion. 
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Molly Chaddock was a good sort, in 
the Chelsea phrase. She took her 
loves and her friendships with the 
casualness that is characteristic of the 
group she knew so well. But the un- 
expected happened——Molly fell in love. 
hard and fast. In the Chelsea code 
love is for an hour, a day, a week, 
but rarely longer. Her love for a 
young English actor was. something 
quite new and strange—beyond the 
experience of the bright young people 
she knew in Chelsea. 

Unfortunately, the young actor was 
not attracted to Molly. He was deter- 
mined on a serious career on the 
stage. His life, when Molly entered 
it, did not allow of a permanent al- 
liance, <A famous play made his suc- 
cess. He went to America. But still 
Molly hoped that possibly he might 
come to reciprocate the love which she 
openly avowed. 

Then one day not long ago she got 
the news from America of his mar- 
riage. She had written him constant- 
ly, letters which he never answered.

Unearthing 
A Giant Mastodon 


On an Indiana Farm

CROMWELL, Indiana. 
S THEY strip away the 
earth with infinite pains 
the skeleton of the masto- 
don is revealed. It like 
turning time back with a 
rush of centuries, the out- 
lines and size of the mon- 
ster are so plainly seen. 
Archeologists at work un- 
earthing the specimen be 
ileve the mastodon may 
have fallen on this very 
spot thousands of years ago, 
that, perhaps, he met his 
death in a pit of quicksand.

Farmer Feldheiser, in- 
formed of the discovery, did 
some digging on the spot where 
the tooth was found and unearthed a 
jawbone three and a half feet long.

Dr. Fish and Watts Richmond, a 
wealthy Buffalo sportsman who is also 
interested in paleontology, visited the 
Feldheiser farm. It took them a very 
short time to determine that the spec- 
imen was mastodon americanum, and 
one, apparently, of extraordinary size. 

Within a few days after their return 
tv Buffalo a searching party was or- 
ganized and not long afterward they 
came to Cromwell and began opera- 
tions in the Feldheiser peat bog, hav- 
ing leased a considerable part of the 


farm in order 
that-excavation

Dr. John T. Sanford, curator of geol- 
ogy and paleontology of the Buffalo 
Museum, is in charge. With him are 
Dr. Everett Burmaster, curator of an- 
thropology at Buffalo, and Dr. Ira Ed- 
wards, curator of geology at the Pub- 
lic Museum in Milwaukee.

loon were supplemented constant- 
ly by the hunting booty obtained 
during the journey across.the ice. 


When the ice broke beneath 
them on October 2, the party was 
well supplied with meat. This we 
know from Andree’s diary. How 
much of this they were able to 
carry to land at White Island we 
do not know. Neither have we 
any knowledge of the quantity of 
the original supplies “remaining 
when they were compelled to leave 
the ice. 

We obtain some idea of it, how- 
ever, from checking the number of 
tins in which they had been pre- 
served. 

The following tins and other 
vessels have been found at White 
Island: 2 aluminum tanks of 5 
liters (one liter is .94 of one 
quart), with a screw lid in the 
middle (these were evidently in- 
tended for fluid contents); 9 
aluminum tanks of 5 © liters 
each; 2 copper tanks of 5 liters 
each, with a little screw lid 
in one corner (also intended for 
liquids). 

In addition there were 3 copper 
tanks or boxes of 2 liters each, 11 
copper tanks of 1 liter each, be- 
sides 2 fragments and 2 lids. 

At the camp there were also 2 
preserve tins for bullion prepara- 
tions, 9 other preserve tins, 2 sar- 
dine boxes, 3 round aluminum 
boxes with lids (one still contain- 
ing coffee); 3 little tins (probably 
for spices), and 2 preserve tins as 
yet unopened, one of them proba- 
bly containing goose liver paste. 

A great number of these vessels 
--the square ones. especially — 
were much dented. 

We do not know if they were 
all still filled when the party 
landed. Neither do we know how 
many of them were empty by the 
time the men died, as they may 
have been destroyed long after- 
ward by the trampling of the 
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tattered

press expedition to 
White Island, and one 
of the sealers, the for- 
mer being of the opin- 
ion that it was a sum- 
mer skin, the Jatter 
holding it was an au- 
tumn skin. The heads 
had been removed. 

Probably the bears 
had been killed at the 
place, for in one skin 
there lay a number of 
pieces of bones and the 
Sailors believed that 
one could see by the 
skin that the fat had 
been cut away in a 
frozen condition. 

A number of sawed- 
off bones of Polar bear 
also were found, as 
were a section of a 
great seal and a skele- 
ton of another seal, 
sawed up. 

Lastly, there was 
found quite a heap of 
bird-wing bones——10 at 
least-—and other bone 
remains of birds. These 
were considered as he- 
ing the relics of ivory 
gulls. 

The party, conse- 
quently, had been well 
supplied with -meat, 
and had the means of 
procuring more. 

The expedition had 
taken with it two 
single-barreled Rem- 
ington smoot h-bore 
guns, caliber 20; a 
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The expedition’s boat, dug out of the ice on White Island last summer. 


double-barreled gun with top lever 
mechanism, of which the right bar- 
rel was a smooth bore, caliber 20, 
and the left a spiral grooved, cal- 
iber 450. The men had also a re- 
volver. 

The three guns, which were a 
present from the Huskvarna Arms 
Factory, Limited, were found at 
White Island. 

Of the supply of ammunition, 
besides a number of cartridges 
found in the dead men’s pockets, 
there remained at least 136 ball 
cartridges and 120 small-shot cart- 
ridges, packed in three nailed 
wooden boxes. 


EITHER was the party in 
N want of fire or fuel. In addi- 

tion to the matches the dead 
had about them there were found 
in a nailed wooden box 100 boxes 
containing fusees and ordinary 
matches. 

The Primus stove was full of 
paraffin and the men also had 
driftwood, piled up. The cooking 
apparatus was in perfect order. 

In a pan and on a plate which 
were found in the tent there were 
still some remains of food. So as 
regards food supplies the situation 
seems to have been as advanta- 
geous as one could have wished. 

Strindberg's body, when found, 
was clad in a jaeger’ wool jersey 
nearest the body and, above this, a 
jaeger wool shirt with front and 
wristbands of striped linen, a pair 
of rather thin drawers and a pair 
of thicker ones outside these, both 
marked ‘‘N. S.,” trousers and 
waistcoat of blue cloth, a pair of 
thin woolen stockings marked ‘‘N. 
S.,"’ a pair of thick stockings of 
checked pattern, Lapp shoes with 
sennehay and puttees. 

It was evident that his jacket 
had been taken away.

one night on the platform I tel} 
you he was the handsomest man 
I ever saw.” 

And Lincoln himself is said to 
have made this comment about a 
photograph which, in the opinion 
of his friends, failed to do him 
justice: ‘“‘The portrait of a slicked- 
up Lincoln would not have been 
recognized in Sprinefield.”’ 

Isaac Diller, one of the few liv- 
ing men who can recall seeing 
Lincoln familiarly. and often, 
makes the same point. Lincoln 
in dress and appearance was neith- 
er above nor below the standard 
of the period in his home-town. 


ay OU couldn’t be very dan- 
dified in those days,’’ 
Diller says. ‘‘Your boots 
were muddy when it was wet, or 
dusty when it was dry, because 
there wasn't any paving. I've 
seen many a wagon mired up to 
the hubs. 

“It was different in the East, of 
course. When my father first 
came here from Philadelphia to 
practice law, he was shocked by 
the lack of dignity in the court- 
room. Lawyers in their shirt 
sleeves and chewing tobacco right 
in the courtroom. Mr. Lincoln 
didn't put on airs above other 
folks here, but 1 don’t ever re- 
member his looking down at the 
heel or untidy. And a boy no- 
tices those things, too.’ 

Diller iived, and for that matter 
still lives, just a block from the 
Lincoln home. He played with 
Tad and Willie Lincoln, usually at 
their house. And he is to be seen 
in a photograph taken of Lincoln 
and the boy, Tad; in the yard of 
the Lincoln home. Little Isaac 
Diller stands outside the fence 
looking in at the two within the 
yard. One of Diller’s most prized 


possessions is a note from Mrs. 
Lincoln inviting him to a party for 
Willie. 

Old-timers, such as Diller, do 
not take Masters’ book very seri- 
ously. They knew Lee Masters 
when he lived in Springfield, and 
his father before him, and his 
brother, Tom, who, until his death 
recently, was a well known attor- 
ney here, They smile tolerantly at 
mention of the book, ‘Lincoln: 
The Man.’ Perhaps there would 
be more wrath if it had not been 


a home-town boy who was guilty 
of assailing Lincoln. 

Angle is quick to concede the 
value of Master’s work. His re- 
view of the book was much less 
condemnatory than many others 
that have appeared.

When nearly two years had 
Passead and Rose White continued 
to improve, the conspirators be- 
fan to realize they had inverted in 
a bad proposition and agreed they 
would have to find some way to 
get their money back. A plan 
soon presented itself. It happens 
that the county hospita] here ob- 
serves a rule whereby the burials 
of its inmates are given to the 
undertakers of the city in rota- 


tion. So Segar and Taggart agreed: 


that when, Taggart’s turn came 
around next time they would 
change the name of the dead per- 
son to Mrs. Rose White. His turn 
came in October, with the death 
of James Brown, an itinerant of 
unknown address. 

Taggart filed the death certifi- 
cate with the Health Department, 
changing the name to Mrs. Rose 
White, as agreed. He then in- 
serted notice of Mrs. White's 
death in the death notice column 
of the local hewspapers. Segar 
sent a copy of the death certifi- 


cate and clippings of the death no- 
tice to the home office of the in- 
surance company and sent with 
them Mrs. White’s policy for col- 
lection. “Alfred W. White’ of 
Spencer was named as the person 
to be paid through Segar. 


and Segar indorsed it with the 

name of White. Taggart<kept 
$200 for ‘‘Mrs. White’s’’ funeral 
expenses and they devided the 
remaining $800 equally. De- 
ducting the $260 they had spent 
in carrying the policy, they still 
had about $270 each clear. The 
plan had worked out perfectly— 
except for that one blunder which 
led the clerk to stumble upon the 
fraud, That blunder was their 
failure to have somebody call for 
“Alfred W. White’s’’ mail at the 
Spencer postoffice. 

Had they done this, or had they 
given White's address as close to 
Omaha, or even in Omaha, so they 
could have received his mail 
themselves, they likely would have 
succeeded. But the returned let- 
ter tripped them up. And now, 
for the trifling profit of $270, 
they face prison terms that may 
range from one to ten” years.

Illinois, has taken the belittling 
biography more seriously than 
Springfield. It is in the Peters- 
burg cemetery that Ann Rutledge, 
aceording to legend the real love 
of Lincoln's life, lies buried. A 
granite shaft marks her burial 
place and on the shaft is carved 
the poem which Masters wrote in 
tribute to her. In his latest book 
he has changed his mind about 
Ann Rutledge. He insists that the 
whole story is without possibility 
of proof, highly improbable. Vacil- 
lation—a constant shifting of 
point of view to meet every criti- 
cism-—is one of the faults which 
Masters marks up against Lincoln. 
And now, say the older residents 
of Petersburg, who stoutly main- 
tain the truth of the Ann Rutledge 
legend, he is guilty of the same 
fault. 

There has been a move in Pe- 
tersburg to remove the poem from 
the Rutledge monument. And it 
is true that the profound and 
moving tribute that Masters once 
wrote to Lincoln and the woman 
who inspired his love reads a little 
oddly now: 


Out of me unwortny and un- 
known 

The vibrations of deathless mu- 
sic: 

“With malice toward none, with 
charity for all.”’ 

Out of me the forgiveness of 
millions toward millions, 

And the beneficent face of a 
nation 

Shining with justice and truth. 

I am Ann Rutledge who sleep 
beneath these weeds, 

Beloved in life of Abraham Lin- 
coln, 

Wedded to him, not through 
union, 

But through separation.

Strindberg’s clothing was in the 
main similar to the equipment of 
Andree and Fraenkel. 

Andree's remains were clad in 
a jaeger wool jersey and a flannel 
shirt, a pair of:thin jaeger draw- 
ers and a thicker pair of brown 
wool, Knee protectors of gray 
woolen yarn, trousers, waistcoat 
and jacket of blue cloth, a woolen 
jersey with wide blue and white 
crossed stripes, a white sweater, 
two thin woolen stockings and a 
wool and hair sock on the left 
foot, one thick stocking and a 
wool and hair sock on the right 
foot, Lapp shoes and puttees. 

Among his clothes there were 
also found two caps of brown 
striped wool resembling those 
worn by him and Fraenkel in the 
photographs we have of them. 

Fraenkel’s clothes consisted of 
a cross-striped wool underskirt, a 
flannel shirt with gray stripes and 
a soft collar, a waistcoat of brown 
cloth, a chamois leather waistcoat 
with lining, a thick knitted woolen 
jersey and a brown coat with the 
remains: of a fur collar laced on. 

Of Fraenkel’s remains, only the 
upper part of the body was found 
inside the tent. The lower ex- 
tremities were discovered some 
distance outside and bore no trace 
of clothes. 


UT out in the camp were dis- 
Besverea two pairs of trousers 
of brown cloth. One pair 
was unused while the other was 
much torn, as were all the clothes 
around the upper part of Fraen- 
kel’s body. These trousers ‘were 
buttoned as if they had been worn. 
Further, there were found the 
remains of a pair of drawers of the 
same gray striped wool as Fraen- 
kel’s'undershirt; these was torn to 
pieces in such a way that the frag- 
ments correspond perfectly to the 
last-mentioned pair of trousers. 

These articles of clothing, con- 
sequently, have most probably he- 
longed to Fraenkel. 

The pair of brown breeches, 
however, where not trousers like 
those worn by Andree and Strind- 
berg but were short knickerbock- 
ers. This explains why the low- 
er part of Fraenkel’s body had 
been so torn to pieces by beasts of 
prey, the legs not having had the 
protection afforded by long trou- 
sers and puttees. A pair of much 
damaged Lapp shoes—Fraenkel's, 
we assume—also were found in 
the camp.

In the main, we learn from 
them the quality of the articles of 
dress, and it scarcely corresponds 
to the demands one would make 
of clothing for a long stay in the 
Polar regions. 

Kach man has a leather waist- 
coat and a fur cap, but otherwise 
there are’no leather clothes, and 
the fur caps do not seem to have 
been used. 

We have dwelt at such leffgth 
on clothing equipment because 
this seems to have been the weak- 
est point in the preparations for 
the expedition. The question was 
discussed when the remains of An- 
dree and Strindberg were being 
examined. 

One of the participators in the 
Isbjorn’s expedition declared that 
he was astonished at the unsuit- 
ability of the clothing for Polar 
traveling.

frozen to death. ‘They did not 
have many clothes and were bad- 
ly equipped. They had nothing 
but rufshy clothes and socks!” 
he said. 

We have seen that the party was 
not in want of food and that there 
was ammunition to obtain more. 

They had provisions, cooking 
utensils, matches and fuel, but 
were not equipped to meet the 
cold of Winter on an island which 
was almost entirely covered with 
ice and where there was no other 
protection from the storms com- 
ing from the sea than that af- 
forded by the thin tent of var- 
nished balloon cloth, which, after 
the long journey on the ice, per- 
haps was damaged in many places. 

The prospects of building them- 
selves a snow-hut were small, too. 


HE sealer, Sorensen, of the 
Isbjorn, certainly gave the 
most correct answer to the 
final riddle of the Andree expedi- 
tion when he declared. ‘I think 
they have died in slumber, that 
the cold ended them. In any case. 
they have not died of hunger!” 

The three men had but one 
sleeping-sack between them. To 
live for months in continual isola- 
tion from the world in one of the 
most desolate tracts on the globe 
must, of itseif, have gradually be- 
come a serious psychical trial and 
one that was rendered additional- 
ly trying by the three men being 
compelled to share the same sleep- 
ing-sack night after night. 

Strindberg died before the other 
two and had been buried by them. 

One of the crew of the Bratvaag 
went to a little rivulet to drink 
water. There he found a cranium 
lying on the level ground, and, on 
looking about more closely, he 
saw a couple of Lapp shoes stick- 
ing from beneath a bed of rubble 
stones. 

On investigation it proved that 
the dead man had been laid in a 
narrow cleft between the rocks 
and the remains covered with a 
foot-thick layer of rubble stones.
